OYSTER BAY, N. Y.. Sept. 3.—Under 


Skies that broke. brilliantly blue before 
a whistling westerly gale which swept 
down Lond Island Sound and blew out 


to sea the sullen clouds and tempestu- 
ous rain which this morning threatened 
to mar the spectacle, President Roose- 
velt today within hailing distance of his 
summer home reviewed the most mag- 
nificent naval fleet ever assembled un- 
der the American flag. 

Forty-five of the most splendid types 
of fighting vessels afloat lay at anchor 
in three long columns as the naval 
yacht Mayflower, which just u year ago 
was written into history as the meeting 
ground of the peace plenipotentiaries of 
Russia and Japan passed up and down 
the lanes, the President, an applauding 
spectator on the bridge. 

The Mayflower’s journey was made 
amid a continuous boom of saluting can- 
nons and gun after gun spoke the navy’s 
honor to the Commander-in-Chief of all 
America’s military forces. ' 

President Roosevelt has as his guests 
on board the Mayflower the Secretary 
of the Navy and several other Govern- 
ernment officials; members of the Senate 
and House committees on naval affairs, 
and the nuaval attaches of eight of the 
powers of the world. 

There was something of an object 
lesson in this gathering of a represent- 
ative array of the American navy, about 
one-third of the fighting forces being in 
the review. 

When the parade of the Mayflower 
was over, and the President had looked 
with critical eye at each of the flag- 
dressed vessels, his yacht came to an- 
chor and he received on board the com- 
manding officers of the fleet. Then fol- 
lowed a gala luncheon at which the offi- 
cers, the Government officials, the at- 
taches, Senators and Congressmen were 
guests, together with a number of the 
personal friends of the President. 

Flanking the war vessels which glis- 
tened in purest white, under the direct 
rays of the sun and against a low sky 
of khlue lying back of the storm-black 
clouds along the horizon, was the great- 


est fleet of private yachts, small boats 
and pleasure craft probably that has 
ever been drawn together such a 
small compass. 

Each of these was decked with signal 
flags from stem to stern, and added 
materially in the painting of a marine 
spectacle unparalelled in the historv of 
the American people. This was the 
scene which greeted the President as 
the Mayflower steamed out from Oyster 
Bay shortly after 11 o’cfock. 

it was just 20 minutes past that hour 
when the reviewing yacht&S came within 
range of the. ‘flagship Maine, which 
stood at the head of the center column 
of the fleet. 

There came a flash of flame, and a 
pu of gray smoke from the starboard 
saluting cannon of the flagship which 
was the signal for the other vessels: to 
join in a unanimous salute of 21 guns. 

It required 20 minutes for the May- 
flower to run down the first lane. Then 
she put about and eame up on the out- 
er edge of the most westerly column of 
the ships. Reaching the head of the 
column again, the Mayflower’ turned 
once more to the west and took a tour 





in 


outside the torpedo-boat line, coming 
eastward to the Maine’s position once 
more, and then cast anchor. 

After luncheon the President visited 


several of the ships. When he returned 
again to the Mayflower the review was 
practically at an end, although Mr. 
Roosevelt and: most of his guests re- 
mained on board to witness the illumi- 
naation of the fleet, which occurs at 8 
o'clock tonight. 

When the President stepped on board 
the Malflower the great fleet lay in 
three columns, each about two miles in 
length, with battleships and monitors 
in the center column, the cruisers and 
several other battleships in the off-shore 
caQlumn and a long line of torpedo de- 
stroyers stretched between the remain- 
der of the fleet and the shore. 

Eneircling the entire fleet was a cor- 
don of catters making a picket line for 
the exclusion of the excursion boats. 

Half an hour before the arrival of the 
President, Secretary of the Navy Bona- 
parte boarded the Mayflower and was 
received with a salute by the marine 
guard and the ruffies of the drums.

Tinsley, who was shot at Edgewood, 


Pike County, yesterday, is resting well 
this morning. He is being attended by 
Drs. & N. Tinsley and T. E. Walters 
of Bowling Green, and while his condi- 
tion is Serious, the physicians are cer- 
tain he will recover. 

Mr. Tinsiey’s wife was ill and he went 
to church alone on horseback. Being 
in haste to return to his wife, he was 


As he 
started towards his horse Thomas 
came up behind and shot five times. 


One bullet tore off the index finger of 
Tinsley’s left hand, another entered his 
side and came out of his breast a few 
inches from the heart.

Rule Makes Roosevelt 
Anxious, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Judge Chas. 
E. Magoon, the Governor of the Panama 
Canal Zone and United States Minister to 
the Republic of Panama, will ebe given 
rule in the islands and the President is 
Filipinos and paving the way for some 
measure of self-government. He is 
siated for the Governor-Generalship of 
the Philippines to succeed Gen. Smith, 
who will retire next summer. Gov. Ma- 
goon has made his preparations for leav- 
ing Panama and Is expected to reach 
the United States within a few days. He 
will remain in this country a few weeks 
and then will go to the Philippines as 
Vice-Governor-General. 

When Judge Magoon becomes Govern- 
or-General of the Philippines he will be 
given a free hand, such as was granted 
to Secretary Taft when he was in the 
Philippines and Magoon will be expected, 
as the personal representative of the 
President and Secretary Taft, to make 
the policy of the administration in the 
islands satisfactory to the natives. If 
he succeeds he will be rewarded by a 

sition in the Cabinet if the Repub- 
fcans remain in power. 


Step to Home Rule. 


Next summer the Philippine General 
Asgsembly will come into existence. This 
ia the first step in the direction of home 
ruls in the islands and the President is 
anxious that no blunders shall be com- 
mitted. The lower house of the Gen- 
eral Assembly will be composed of na- 
tives elected by popular vote, while the 
members of the Philippine Commission 

ractically will constitute the upper 

ranch or Senate. With the reforms 
that are to be inaugurated, carrying 
with them more or less of change from 
present methods, the President wishes a 
strong man who has proved -his execu- 
tive ability. where he can _ institute 
these reforms without turning the condi- 
tions in the islands topsy turvy. 

Owing to his investigation of the Phil- 
ippines while attached to the War De- 
partment, Judge Magoon is believed to 
be especially qualified to carry out poli- 
cles that were so largely discussed when 
he was the law Officer of the department 
and under Secretary Root and later un- 
der Secretary Taft, he was always called 
in as an adviser in matters pertaining

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LOYALTY TO AMERICAN SYSTEM. 

The almost sensational interest excited by the 
recent speeches of Justice David J. Brewer of the 
United States Supreme Court has an explanation as 
simple as it is important. 

Reduced to its lowest terms, all Judge Brewer 
said was that we can settle every problem in the 
United States, no matter how grave, by enforcing 
the principles of the Constitution, as it provides 
for an indestructible Union of indestructible States 
and provides a sufficent defense of justice against 
the arbitrary power of absolutism in all its forms. 

The American people as they have absorbed the 
American tradition will always thrill to such a 
declaration. They are loyal to that idea above all 
others. 
they will give it an overwhelming support, numer- 
ically and by states in the Electoral College. 

Judge Brewer left no doubt in the minds of those, 
who read these speeches attentively that, in his 
judgment, the Republican party in its colonial and 
imperialistic policies is violating the Constitution by 
using arbitrary powers which belong to revolution, 
rather than to evolution under the Amercan sys- 
tem. 

There is no room, in fact, for doubt of this. Nor is 
there room for doubt that methods now proposed 
for adoption by the Democratic party as a means 
of remedying Kepublican abuses in domestic af- 
fairs are more revolutionary in their departures 
from American governmental principles than the 
arbitrary acts of the Republican party itself. 

No matter from whom the proposition comes to 
abandon fundamental ideas of the American sys- 
tem, the popularity of the leader who forces an 
issue for his own personal departure from the Amer- 
jean idea will be broken and dissipated by the 
strength of the American faith in a system whose 
sole purpose is to secure justice, not to make the 
people “wards of the nation,”. subject to such ar- 
bitrary benevolence as “settled the Indian problem” 
in North America before transferring the problem of 
paternal assimilation to the Philippines. 
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Bryan forgot to define his ‘position on bob-tail 
spelling. Or perhaps he thodght there vee suf- 
ficient risk in his public ownership of railways. 

TELEPHONE EHRENBELEIDIGUNG 

The law of the telephone is still in a rudimentary 
condition in all countries, but in Austria the courts 
decide that the wires mnay give rise to ehrenbelei- 
digung, which, being interpreted, is, slander cases. 

Speaking into the phone, a man called another 
“an impudent person.” 

He was haled before the court for ehrenbeleidi- 
gung and fined. And the Court of Appeals sustained 
the decision on the ground that the words might 
have been overheard by the telephone operator or 
other person; so that, speaking over the telephone 
is speaking in public, and is subject to the law 
as such. 

If telephone users are exposed to anything so 
formidable as ehrenbeleidigung they should _be- 
ware. The word is itself a caution, a warning, a 

at. But if it does nothing but induce ill-hu- 
mored people to mend their telephonic manners and 
cease pouring abuse ana cheap taunts into the 
funnel, it will be a most useful monster. It may 
be hoped that ehrenbeleidigung will find a place 
in this country’s lav.

The St. Louis Police Board sat up all night, Fri- 
day of last week, trying to orm the force and 
make it a model, It may sit up as much as two 
nights this week and three next for the same 
purpose. : 

The purpose is praiseworthy and so is the zeal 
shown in carrying it out. The members of the 
Police Board are very much in earnest, and per- 
haps President Stewart is as much in earnest as any 
two-of the rest combined.

NOT BRYAN’S FAULT. 

In reply to press criticism of his proposal of Fed- 
eral and State ownership of railroads and to Dem- 
ocratic protests against its adoption as a party 
policy, Mr. Bryan gives a dignified and admirable 
answer. He says that in’ his proposal he does not 
assume to speak for the Democratic party but 
for himself and regardless of his candidacy for the 
presidency. He realizes that he must convince the 
majority of the people, which is not always right, 
of the wisdom of his convictions, or stand aside. 
“Whatever I shall do;” he said to a Post-Dispatch 
correspondent, “I must have the approval of my 
conscience,” and paraphrasing Clay’s famous utter- 
ance, he sald: “I prefer to have the honor of my 
conscience tqa..having the support of all the people 
of the United States.” 

The sentiment is creditable to Mr. Bryan as a 
citizen, as a gifted orator and publicist. Advocacy 
of any principle, theory or policy of government is 
within his rights. He is justified in trying to con- 
vert the people to his own convictions, to try to 
bring an old party to their support or to organize a 
new party for the purpose of putting them into 
operation. A campaign of this kind is wholly hon- 
orable and commendable. 

It is not Mr. Bryan’s fault that his first utterance 
upon his return to this country was taken as the 
outline of the Democratic party’s platform and 
was criticised as such. It was th® fault of the 
foolish politicians who, without sagacity or fore- 
thought, were led by their eagerness to find some 
means of breaking into office to commit the Demo- 
cratic party to Mr. Bryan without any definite 
understanding of his intentions, or of the conditions 
to be confronted in the next presidential campaign. 
These men did not even heed the warning of Mr. 
Bryan’s past utterances, which practically com-.

Mr. Leo Landau, who induced the Million Club to

tion lay in fapid transit at cheap rates to the 
suburbs. He now proposes an elevated road. 

If rents are too high in St. Louis—and we doubt 
if in the main tRey bring too large return for the 
investment—-they cannot be reduced by popular 
outcry. They indicate that the population has out- 
grown the houseroom. The surplus of population 
may be provided for in two ways, either by mul- 
tiplying the apartment houses and extending them 
upward or by extending the homes into the sub- 
urbs. The latter is the preferable method. But to 
carry it out there must be rapid transit at cheap 
rates. 

It would be well to plan now for means of trans- 
porting the larger population of a few years hence 
through subways or elevated roads. They must 
come in time and should come in the right way, 
through carefully laid plans for the efficient serv- 
ice of the public on conditions which will protect. 
the public interests. But much can be done by im- 
proving the present facilities and service. If all 
the steam roads running into St. Louis would put 
on first-class suburban schedules a vast population 
could be provided with homes in the suburbs. The 
beautiful country around St. Louis offers practi- 
cally unlimited space for attractive homes for the 
people. The Million Club and other organizations 
could do good practical work in the way of get- 
ting better suburban transportation services by in- 
sisting upon the utilizing and improving of present 
facilities.

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MEASORING THE CRATER OF OUR ONE VOLCANO 








From the Tacoma Ledger. 

After a climb of thrilling experience 
to the crater of Mount Tacoma, Dr. 
Ivan Dcweff, have arrived at Tacoma. 
They made the trip without a guide 
from Camp Reese to the crater and 
back in one day. 

Equipped with a lIine, alpenstocks, 
and “‘creepers”’ which Dr. Balabanoff 
had made afier a design of his own, 
and which he found were proof against 
slipping any way, forward, backward, 
or sideways, they ar ggg Reese in 
the early dawn at 1:20\a. m. on a Bat- 
urday. They arrived at Camp Muir at 
4:45 a. m., where they rested about an 
hour. 

It was 5:30 a. m. when they resumed 
the climb from Camp Muir, and during 
the next few hours the most difficult 
part of, the ascent was made in going 
around |the Gibraltar rock, the top of 
which they reached at 9:0 a m. A 
short rest of 10 minutes was taken here, 
and at \9:30 they started for the sum- 
mit, arriving at the crater at 11:20 a. ™., 
thus making the ascent in eight hours 
and five minutes. 

They ate luncheon in the cave, bofiing 
milk and water on the steam jets there. 
After refreshments, Dr. Balabanoff and 
Mr. Doseff méasured the crater from 
rim to rim with a rope 100 feet long. 
m east to west it measures 1600 
feet; from north to south 1450 feet. It 
depth is estimated at about 100 feet. 
though the wind keeps the snow in oon- 
cave shape like an immense chopping 
bowl. 

The atmosphere was too amoky to 8¢® 
Puget Sound, but on Thursday, from 
Camp Muir, they could see Mount 
Stasta, Mount Food, and also Mount 





\ St. Helens, and Mount adams.

Alongside Gibraltar the trail is very 
narrow and steep, and most of the way 
exceedingly icy; but there was so much 
loose rock and dirt on the trail this 
year that Dr. Balabanoff was compelled 
to cut only 11 steps with his hatchet, 
while two years ago he found it neces- 
sary to cut & steps. 


Danger is chiefly encountered in mak- 
ing the descent In the afternoon. when 
the warm sun melts the snow and starts 
the boulders rolling and the avalanches 
sliding. At one place on the trail, when 
they were in a place where they could 
not move readily either way, they saw 
terror, and it swept past within a foot 
of them. They simply had to watch it 
in a large boulder coming down toward 
them. 


Further down they saw an immense 
avalanche of snow and rochty which 
moved across the trail. R 

The crevasses, Dr, Balabanoff says, 
are more numerous and wider than he 
noticed them two years ago. The ice 
bridge over the crevasse above Gibraltar 
is sfx feet wide, And one can look down 
50 feet or more into the yawning chasm. 
Above this crevasse Mr. Doseff lost his 
alpenstock, but Dr. Balabanoff waited 
for him and caught him as he slid 
down. A little further on the way the 
alpenstock was recovered.
